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Report of School Board 


Without apology for breaking an intiquated cus- 
tom we shall make our report a general one, refusing to 
criticise the schools or teachers as has been the old cus- 
tom. If either are wrong it is the board’s function to 
remedy it, and if the board is wrong the remedy lies 
with the voters who are culpably negligent if they do 
not act. 

It is plainly pertinent also that we should say a 
few words regarding the status of the present board. 

Probably it is commonly known that not only was 
it difficult to elect members at our March meeting who 
would accept, but that those who were finally elected 
refused to serve. 

Nearly everyone in town was solicited to become a 
member by appointment and with much reluctance Mr. 
George C. Hadleyand Mr. Jay M. Gleason consented to 
act for one year. The third man was not found until 
the writer hearing of the difficulty volunteered his ser- 
vices unless objection was made. It is eminently fitting 
to say that the board has accomplished excellent results 
and has worked in complete harmony throughout the 
year. 

The schools of Mont Vernon are unquestionably 
above the average of country and district schools, but in 
such a statement there is very little to congratulate our- 
selves upon. Everyone knows that in order to accom- 
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plish complete results work must be done systemmati- 
cally and with thoroughly proven method. 

Applied to schools it means first that you should 
select a board of education, or superintendent, who can 
and will put work into it without looking for remuner- 
ation. ‘They will establish system and grade directly 
from the primary to the high school. But of even 
greater importance than this is it that the parents, or 
ouardians, should arouse themselves to the fact that 
they have something to do here. 

Keep the boys and girls at school, encourage them 
and inspire them with confidence in the school and 
teacher. 

Do not expect the teacher to do the training that 
should have been done at home. Children inherit most 
of their disagreeable traits. 

The high school has been very satisfactory. I 
would call attention that no other town in state of cor. 
responding population is as well equipped. 

This is made possible by the contribution made 
from McCollom Institute amounting to $650.00 a year, 
and the use of the building. 

Years ago two people, then well along in years, 
residents of Mont Vernon, thought to bring blessing in 
perpetuity to the people they loved. In the consumma- 
tion of this holy inspiration we have the ‘“Daland fund. ’ 
One of the several bequests gives the income of $1000 
for the teaching of music. 

The trustees of the fund, Mr. George A. Marden, 
Mr. John H. Colby and Mr. William H. Kendall have 
given into the hands of an agent $70 for schools. 

With the opening of the spring term some way will 
be devised to benefit all the scholars ot the town. 

In closing this report we urge you to come closer 
together on this all important question. Differ, we 
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probably will, but let us be honest and forbearing in our 
ideas with but one sole purpose and that the giving of 
better things to the home children than were possible 
for us tohave. Forget the yesterdays and make todays 
clearer, greater and happier.
